BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That, pursuant to Title 13, California Code of
Regulations, Section 1960.1(h)(1)(3) a?p1icab1e to small-volume
manufacturers, the listed vehicle models are certified to the exhaust
emission standards and test procedures a?p]icab1e to 1994 model-year heavy-
duty Otto-cycle engines set forth in Title 13, California Code of
Regulations, Section 1956.8.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models shall not be subject
to the standards applicable to 1995 model-year medium-duty vehicles, set
forth in Title 13, California Code of Regulations, Section 1960.1(h}(1)(3),
pursuant to provisions in said standards and test procedures applicable to
small-volume manufacturers.
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the vehicle manufacturer is certifying the
lTisted vehicle models to the 50,000-miles evaporative emission standards
applicable to 1980 through 1994 model-year vehicles in the "California
Evaporative Emission Standards and Test Procedures for 1978 and Subsequent
Mode; Motor Vehicles," and the listed vehicle models comply with those
standards.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models shall not be subject
to the running loss and useful 1ife standards set forth in the "California
Evaporative Emission Standards and Test Procedures for 1978 and Subsequent
Model motor Vehicles," pursant to provisions in said standards and test
procedures applicable to small-velume manufacturers.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models also comply with the
Board’s “Specifications for Fill Pipes and Openings of Motor Vehicle Fuel
Tanks" (Title 13, California Code of Regulations, Section 2235).

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models also comply with the
"California Motor Vehicle Emission Control Label Specifications" for the
aforementioned model year (Title 13, California Code of Regulations, Section

1965}

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models also comply with the
"Malfunction and Diagnostic System for 1988 and Subsequent Model-Year
Passenger Cars, Light-Duty Trucks, and Medium-Duty Vehicles with Three-Way
Catalyst Systems and Feedback Control" (Title 13, California Code of
Regulations, Section 1968) for the aforementioned model year. '

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models have been exempted
from compliance with the "Malfunction and Diagnostic System Requirements-1994
and Subsequent Model-Year Passenger Cars, Light-Duty Trucks, and Medium-Duty
Vehicles and Engines" pursuant to Title 13, California Code of Regulations,
Section 1968.1(m)(2.0) for the aforementioned model year.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That, for the listed velicle models, the
manufacturer has submitted material required to demonstrate certification
compliance with the Board’s emission control system warranty provisions
(Title 13, California Code of Regulations, Section 2035 et seq.).

Vehicles certified under this Executive Order must conform to all applicable
California emission regulations.
